plenipotentiaries of each side speak 
as though the conference would go to 
pieces unless

way, the spirit of com prom ise is in 
the air. 
W hen he returned to the ho­ 
tel W ednesday night, M. W itte, who 
was tired 
out with his hard 
d ay ’s 
work, said: 
“ I am doing all I can do tor peace. 
Of the eight articles we have already 
considered I hav e yielded seven.

o th er sattesm an in R ussia would have 


d ar ed to do so m uch and I have done 
w hat I have done 
upon my own re­ 
sponsibility.”

day, just five m inutes before tim e to 
quit work. 
Tw enty-seven men w ere 
at work 
in th e quarry, which 
is 
1,000 feet long, 150 feet across and IOO 
feet deep. 
T he 
heavy 
rains of the 
past two days had softened the earth 
aud caused the slide of rock. 
W here 
the 
fallen 
m ass 
slipped 
aw ay 
a 
smooth, nearly perpendicular wall was 
left, rising sheer IOO feet above the 
bottom of the quarry, while the en­ 
tire quarry floor 
w as covered with 
broken, jagged rock. 
Only nine of the 
m en got aw ay safe, four of whom es­ 
caped by run nin g upon 
a m ass of 
rock at the opposite side of the q u ar­ 
ry. 
T he 
rem aining eighteen 
were 
huddled in a space 
ten feet square, 
tw elve of whom w ere killed and six 
injured. 
Tw o of th e la tte r may die. 
All of the m en 
are Slavonians who 
lived in shanties close to th e quarry.

The approach of Insanity may also 
he revealed by unpleasant dreams, or 
insanity may be hastened by such 
dreams.

Oyster Bay, Aug. 17.—Federal su­ 
pervision of insurance was the sub­ 
ject of a conference at Sagamore Hill 
Wednesday, so important that one of 
the participants. James M. Beck, for­ 
merly an assistant attorney general of 
the United States and now special 
counsel for the Mutual Life Insurance 
company of New York, on missing the 
regular train from Long Island City 
to Oyster 
Bay, chartered 
a special 
train In order to meet his engagement 
with the president.. 
The parties to the conference were 
the president, Senator Dryden of New 
Jersey, president of the Prudential In­ 
surance company, and Mr. Beck. The 
conference followed a luncheon. 
The president 
for 
a considerable 
time., but epecially since the disclos­ 
ures 
made 
during 
the past 
few 
months regarding the operations of 
the Equitable Life Assurance society, 
has manifested a deep interest in the 
problem of national control of the in­ 
surance business. 
In his message to 
congress last December, he said: 
“The business of insurance vitally 
aff efts the great mass of the people 
of the United States and Is national, 
not local, 
in its applicaion. 
It 
in­ 
volves 
a multitude 
of 
transactions 
among 
tho people 
of the 
different 
states and between American compa­ 
nies and foreign governments. 
T urge 
that the congress carefully consider 
whether the power of the bureau of 
corporations 
cannot 
constitutionally 
be extended to cover Interstate trans­ 
actions in insurance.” 


Investigation by Garfield. 
Several months ago, at the presi­ 
dent's request, the subject of national 
supervisory control of insurance was 
investigated by 
Commissioner Gar­ 
field of the bureau of corporations and 
the conclusion was reached that, un­ 
der existing federal laws, the Insur­ 
ance business could not he supervised 
by the bureau 
of corporations, be­ 
cause, In the light of the Constitution 
and in 'dew of certain decision* of 
the federal courts, it wa6 not regard­ 
ed as interstate commercK 
At 
the last 
session of 
congress 
Senator Dryden, who is recognized as 
an authority upon life inurance. intro­ 
duced a bill in the senate providing In 
brief for supervisory control of inter­ 
state insurance business by the 
bu­ 
reau of corporations. 
It was along 
the lines of this measure that Wednes­ 
day’s conference proceeded. The pres­ 
ident is known to be in favor of fed­ 
eral control of the insurance business, 
if it can be brought 
about constitu­ 
tionally. 
While no announcement was made 
of the conclusions of the conference, 
lf any were reached, there is ample 
authority for the statement that Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt will discuss the ques­ 
tion of insurance in his forthcoming 
message to the congress in the light 
of 
developments in 
the past 
six 
months. 
He will recommend the en­ 
actment of legislation providing for 
federal supervision of interstate in­ 
surance.

MANY BIRDS DROWN 
IN THE LOWLANDS 


Nimrods Getting Anxious for the 


Opening of the Chicken Sea­ 


son September I 


CHICKENS NOT 
SO PLENTIFUL 


In Some Counties As They Were 


Last Year on Account of the 


Excessive Rains 


The chicken season will open in this 
state on September I 
and the large 
number of nimrods are looking forward 
anxious to the event. 
Reports from 
this county are to the effect that while 
there are a lot of chickens they will not 
be as plentiful this year as in former 
years. 
Reports received by Executive Agent 
S. F . Fullerton of the state game and 
fish commission, are that the crop of 
ducks and chicken* in many counties is 
the largest in the history of Minnesota. 
In other counties, where tho excessive 
rains last spring did the most damage, 
Mr. Fullerton says, the hunter will trav­ 
el days without seeing a bird. 
“ Were it not for tho heavy rains last 
spring there would be a bumper crop of 
chickens all over Minnesota,” 
said Mr. 
Fu lle rto n yesterday. 
“ There will be 
practically no shooting at all this year 
in Clay county, which ordinarily is one 
of the banner duck and chicken coun­ 
ties. 
Reports from Norman county, 
where thoro is considerable high lands, 
are that the crop of chickens is unusu­ 
ally large. 
According to our reports, 
Redwood county never before had so 
many chickens. 
“ Floods destroyed the eggs. 
Prairie 
chickens frequently make their nests in 
the bottom of a marsh, and if there is 
an abundance of rain the chickens are 
literally drowned out. 
This is what 
happened this year in many places in 
northern Minnesota. 
The excessive 
rains in many instances destroyed tho 
eggs in the nests, with the result that 
there w ill be few chickens in low lands 
this fall.”
